The Monetary Factor. 

The particular troublea of our 
export trades, aggravated by tho 
precipitate return to the gold atan- 
dard In 1926, have given an exccs- 
sive Importance to the monetary 
factor in the world depression. 
The easy and convenient assump- 
tion that the whole trouble ifs 
monetary, due either to an insuffi- 
ciency of the gold supply or to its 
maldistribution, may be dismissed 
In view of the fact that these 
enuses were in full operation long 
before the world depression occur- 
red.

The answer to these questions 
witl largely depend upon the 
causation we assign to thia world 
depression. Business men are 
familiar with what are called) 
cyclical deprossiona, and econom-| 
ists have furnished them with 
grounds for believing these 
troublesome occurrences to be 
natural and inovitable, a sort of 
tidal movement in trade. Up to 
now they have been waiting ‘for 
“the tide to turn’ or for “the sun: 
to come through the clouds,” for 
some nature-cure with which they 
had better not interfere. -Thia 
fatalistic attitude Is, however, now! 
giving place to grave alarm and 
frenzied cries to Governments, 
bankers, and captains of industry 
to hurry up and do “something.” 
We are becoming what Mr. Wells 
terms “Gawd-sakers.” - This state 
of mind is ns perilous as the other, 
for the “something” we set out to 
do may be something that worsens 
instead of bettering our situation. 

Rational Judgement. 


“The year 1925 marks in 
some respects a turning-pojnt 
in post-war economic develop- 
ments. Europe's production 
probably reached the pre-war 
level in this year; and the 
quantum of world-trade was 
for the first time greater than 
in 1913. In general, economic 
conditions, in their effect upon 
production, trade, and finance, 
had become far more stable. 
The adjustment which had 
taken place Inid the founda- 
tion for o striking economic 
progress in the quinquennium 
1925-1929." 


It is true that before the crash 
in the Autumn of 1929 signs of 
coming trouble were appearing. 
The rising standard of consump- 
tion was already beginning to be 
outpaced by the acceleration «of 
production. Though — statistica 
‘show that the manufactures ‘pro- 
‘greased more rapidly than the pro- 
duction of raw materlals and foods 
during the period 1925-1929, the 
revolution in agriculture, caused 
by the tractor, the combine, and 
biological research, was beginning 
to mature In that excessive pro- 
duction which hos been a leading 
symptom in the world depression. 


Commercial Acceleration. 

The monetary trouble is a re 
gister of the inability of goods to 
get sold and consumed as fast as 
they can get produced. For the 
firat time thero is a general admis- 
sion of the fact that this condi- 
tion relates to trade in general, 
not only to particular trades. 
That is to sny, we find to-day not 
merely errors in the application of 
productive power—too much here, 
too little there—but an accelera- 
tion . of productive power in all 
routine processes, manufacture, 
agriculture, transport, outpacing 
the growth of markets. This is 
sometimes called overproduction, 
sometimes underconsumption. Up 
to recently the possibilty of this 
phenomenon was persistently 
denied. How can thero be gen- 
eral overproduction, for whatever 
ig produced belongs to somebody 
who, if he docsn’t want to consume 
{t himaelf, will be able to exchange 
it (through money) with someone 
elde who can give something in re- 
turn? Tho notion that everything 
that was produced .must be sale- 
able’ either to consunterg or to 
other producers was 60 firmly 
embedded in the “science of poli- 


BRINGING UP FATHER. — 
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tleal economy” and in the notions 
of tho ordinary man that the dis- 
covery of its falsity is extremely’ 
disconcerting. In his remarkable 
study of American “Prosperity” 
the German economist, Professor 
M. Bonn, observes: “The crisis 
was ultimately due to tho misuse 
of capital. The savings: which 
productive surplus had yielded, or 
was expected to yield, had been 
spent in the construction of new 
productive plants of constantly in- 
creasing capacity in tho hope. that 
the consumera on whose. behalf 
this vast apparatus was to operate 
would grow up automatically.” 
This failure. of purchase is not, 
however, confined to consumptive 
goods, It applira to new plant 


and other capital yuods as soon a8- 


it is recognised that the cxisting 
capital is already more than sufil- 
cient to supply all the goods that 
can be profitably sold. When this 
becomes apparent, the savings in- 
tended for the purchase and opera- 
tion of more productive capital re- 
main stagnant and uninvested in 
bank deposits. 

Thus a comparatively small 
amount of overproduction of 
final commodities stops the 
engines of production, and an 
ern of underproduction and 
unemployment sets in.

This fashion for alternative en- 
vine sizes may renlly be said to 
date from the old days of the 
Morris-Cowley and Morris-Oxford, 
when both were fitted with four- 
cylinder engines differing mainly in 
ruting. Ib is interesting to notice 
a reversion to this practice in the 
new Morris programme, The 
Morris-Cowley is now made in alter- 
native engine sizes rated at 11.9 
hp. and 13.9 hp. 

Another outstanding example is, 
of course, the Ford. Ever since the 
introduction of “Model A” two en- 
gine sizes have been available, rated 
at 15 hp. and 24 hp. respectively, 
the only’ other difference being that 
a higher back-axle ratio is used with 
the larger engine.

Apart from these four ‘special 
examplus, there ure very many cases 
nowadays where the alternatives of 
any, a 10 h.p. four-cylinder engine 
anda 16 hp. six-cylinder ongine are 
offered at different prices, but with 
the same range of corachwork; pro- 
bably the six-cylinder job will have 
a wheelbase from 10 ins. to a foot 
lonyer than that of the smaller car 
to ntlow for the greater length of 
the engine, In some cases, too, a 
difference ig made in the gearbox, 
but asx a general rulo the bodywork 
and all other features are identical, 
so that the choice depends almost 
entirely upon the engine size de- 
sired. 

Here, again, the plan can be made 
suitnble for ceonomical production 
hy cutting down the number of 
different parts required. Further- 
more, if the same bore and stroke 
be used for both sizes of engine only 
one size of piston and connecting 
rodsis required to cover both: types. 

With compatition becoming ever 
kecner, the dusira of the manufac- 
turers to offer the beat possible 
value for money and to appeal to the 
widest possible market will un- 
doubtedly lead to an extension of 
this quite justifiable practice. After 
all, in bare easentials, the problem 
to be solved in designing a low- 
priced car is to provide comfortable 
transport for, say, five persons, If 
the utmost economy in operation be 
desired a small four-cylinder engine 
is really all that ja needed, On the 
other hand, for the luxury repre- 
sented by a higher average apeed 
and more plensant running, a six- 
cylinder engine of higher power 
must be made availuble. There is, 
however, no carthly reason why the 
badywork should not be just the 
same in ench ense, and the differ- 
ence In first cost need not really be 
very great, : 

This brings ua to a consideration 
of how host to make up one's mind 
ns to what size of engine to choose. 
Admittedly, a bigger power - unit 
puts up costs in various directions, 
but if financially practicable it is 
usually found advantageous to have 
it. ; 

_ Estimating Running Costs. 

It is not very difficult to estimate 
with reasonable accuracy what dif- 
ference in running costs is to be 
expected. First of all there is the 
Treasury tax, which, of course, ike 
comes the more oppressive the 
bigger the engine: For the benefit 
of the uninitiated, we may point 
out that it fg levied at a rate of £1 
per annum per rated horse-power, 
ao thet where a medium-sized four- 
idey car may cost £10 yearly, 
the six-cylinder model may cost any- 
thin from £12 to over £20, accord-

Talking these factors in order, 
petrol consumption depends upon 
the weight of the ear and the wind 
resistance; the latter is in turn 
gcverned by the frontal aren and the 
cruising apecd, Therefore, compar- 
ing two cara which differ malnly in 
enrine size, the alight increase in 
weight with | the larger engine will 
make practically no difference to 
consumption. ' The frontal areas! 
will be much the same, but, of 
course, « higher avernge speed may 
be kept up with the larger engino; 
it 
runs and accelerates, Against this 
enn be set the fact that a high 
top-gear ratio tends towards  cco- 
nomy. Consequently, comparing 
two engine sizes without regard to 
type, the petrol consumption ia often 


found to be much the same in cach! + 


enge. , 

Here it is necessnry to inter- 
polate, however, that’ owing to varl- 
ous technical factors, a six-cylinder 
engine is-rarely as economical as 
one of four-cylinder design.  Con- 
soquently the fuel corisumed per 
mile by 0 16 hp. six-cylinder car 
will often be some 26 per cent. 
greater than that used by a four- 
cylinder car. carrying the sama, 
body. 


Oi Consumption Compared, 


Ags regards ofl consumption, there: 
is usually very little to choose when: 
cars are fairly new. As timo goca, 
on, however, an engine with ‘a small! 
bore usuaily wears more rapidly 
than one with o big bore, so that) 
its oil consumption tends to tn- 
crease. Here it is worth nothing, 
also, that small engines require de- 
carbonizing at more frequent in- 
tervals than do larger ones. 

Tyre wear depends so much upon 
driving methods that it is difeult 
to draw any accurate compurisons. 
On the whole, however, it would be 
fair to say that the greater ' the 
power available the more likely it 
fg that wheelspin . will help to con- 
tribute to the wear of the rear 
covers. Higher average speeds, 
too, are encouraged by a big engine 
and inerease the work done by the 
tyres in various ways, | 

In ‘conclusion, it seems necessary j 
to mention a point which must sure- 
ly be fairly obvious, namely, that 
choice of engine size must bo in- 
fluenced by the locality in which a 
car is to be run, On a run of 100 
miles over level rouds the difference 
between driving a small car anda 
large one is not very great in re- 
spect of either the average speed 
maintained or in driving fatigue. 
In hilly country, on the other hand, 
there is a very ereat difference in 
both these respects, 

The charm of the big engine — is 
largely due to the fact that it makes 
such slight work of all Its tasks, and 
this feature, naturally becomes most 
prominent in hilly country.

‘It Grips You. 


| Golf, once in the’ blood, can hardly 
do anything else but take a grip for 
a lifetime. 

Yet some of the newcomers to the 
am@ are not altogether satisfied.’ 
In the hope that the views ex- 
pressed by golfers, in letters to me, 
may be of value, I am giving now 
the general impression that I have 
received. 

First, golf is expensive. By ex- 
ipensive my readers obviously mean 
“wilfully expensive, Players, make 
the game more expensive than it 
ineerl be. ‘It is not golf that is 
expensive but the incidentals,” says 
lone render. “Caddies —- the stake 
on your round—the inevitable hos- 
'pitality 
‘Fhe Gane Itself, 


On the other hand, if I joined a 
chib which accepted mo without a 
renl proposer and scoender, I should 
expect it to be a club glad to wel- 
come new members. The secretary, 
or the steward, would mention the 
names of members needing matches. 
This, 1 think, is typical procedure 
in all but a very few clubs. . 

- Lacking a certain standard’ of 
skill, it might be necessary to prac- 
tise alone until an enjoyable match - 
could be played with a golfer of 
similar standing. 

A‘ golfer with a handicap that 
makes matches possible should have 
no difficulty in {nding matches—if 
not, there must be a renson for 
whieh the club and the game of golf 
cannot be blamed, unless, of course, 
the golfer has joined the wreng 
sort of club fer his purpose. .
